Really, 
though, they owe their existence more to the 
carelessness of their victims than to the pecu­ 
liarity of the season. 
The trenching of the marsh lands too often 
has b«en neglected, and too often people are 
not vigilant in preventing the formation of 
continuing pools 
of motionless water near 
their houses. It is from these pools frequent­ 
ly they are in a sagging eavestrough—that 
the house mosquitoes chiefly come, and there 
is no excuse, whatever the wepther, for the 
maintenance of these hatcheries.

quito is a preventable evil, always anywhere, 
it can be prevented, anywhere and always, by 
the exercise of intelligence and the spending 
of a little money.
